Reports and Resolutions. 



Report on Education. 

Southwestern University. — We gladly note the continued 
prosperity of our great central institution — especially are we 
pleased to learn of the gracious and widespread revival of re- 
ligion that has visited the University during the past year, re- 
sulting in the conversion and addition to the church of nearly 
two hundred young men and women. The enrollment of 478 
students was an advance of forty-one over the preceding ses- 
sion, 319 of these were young men, and 154 were young ladies, 
with 19 professors and teachers. 

The institution is practically out of debt, with property in 
buildings, lands and outfit amounting to about $100, 000, and in- 
dependently of this the financial agent reports in lands, notes, 
etc., $37,000 for the purpose of erecting a main university 
building. 

We learn from the Curators’ report that u the Giddings Hall is 
wisely and economically administered by Prof. C. C. Cody and 
wife, and has furnished board to seventy-three students at a cost 
of ten dollars per calendar month, and about seventy-five per 
cent of the number benefited by this cheaper board were young 
preachers and the sons of itinerant ministers. It is proposed to 
reduce this to nine dollars and fifty cents per month, provided 
it is paid in advance. The loan fund has been of value to a 
number of young preachers in prosecuting their studies; about 
one thousand dollars having been so used. 

We deeply regret to learn that the lack of a loan fund at this 
time has prevented the return of a score or more of young 
preachers; and especially that four ministers in the graduating 
class were compelled to retire for lack of the small sum of one 
hundred dollars each. 

We earnestly urge the importance and necessity of strength- 
ening and sustaining the loan fund, that needed aid may be ex- 
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tended to worthy young men preparing for the ministry. We 
recommend that the amount received by us from the Sunday- 
school board be appropriated to the loan fund of the South- 
western University. 

The Ladies Annex, under the efficient management of Rev. 
John R. Allen, has resulted satisfactorily in affording the high- 
est intellectual culture to our girls under the best religious and 
social conditions. 

Chappell Hill Female College. — This school is still under 
the management of Prof. Landon F. Smith, with an efficient 
corps of teachers. The enrollment for the past year was 110 — 
50 male and 60 female. Of these about TO received the benefit 
of the public school fund, being in the preparatory department, 
while there were 4C in the collegiate department. The 
debt upon this property has been reduced to $1538.00, there 
having been paid $262.00, together with interest on the debt, 
since last report. 

We recommend that the Bishop appoint a suitable person to 
the office of Secretary of Education. 

We desire to call special attention to Childrens 1 Day, and urge 
npon pastors its faithful observance, inasmuch as the General 
Conference has made it an aid to the work of education as well 
as to the Sunday-school work. 

The amount assessed by the General Board upon this Confer- 
ence is $184.80. 

We recommend the assessment of $250.00 for Payne and Lane 
Institutes. 

We recommend that the educational assessment be, as in past 
years, $1500.00, and that it be divided as follows: Three- 

fourths to Southwestern University and one-fourth to Chappell 
Hill Female College. 

The educational collection for this year is $918.43, less $12.43 
paid for printing minutes, leaving $906.00, which has been di- 
vided as follows: Southwestern University 679.50, Chappell 
Hill Female College $226.50. We have collected for Payne and 
Lane Institutes this year $128.80, less $3.80, paid for printing 
minutes, leaving $125.00. We have collected for General 
Board of Education this year $56.02, less $4.02, paid for print- 
ing minutes, leaving $52.00, together with $10.10, received from 
the Sunday-School Board, being ten -per cent, of collection on 
Childrens’ Day. Paid R. J. Bigham $62.10.

The Review of Missions has our hearty endorsement, and as 
a means of awakening a deeper interest in the course of mis- 
sions we should become more active in our efforts to circulate it 
among the laity of the church. 

The Methodist Review holds a distinct place in the literature 
of the church. Its merit is recognized at home and abroad but 
it is not supported as it deserves to be. Let us not forget the 
claims of the Review. 

In addition to its own publications the Publishing House can 
furnish the reader with any book in print. We urge therefore, 
that first of all our pastors and people patronize our own House, 
if not directly, then through the col porter representing the 
same. 

We have only words of hearty commendation for our own 
Texas Christian Advocate. The paper was never more ably 
edited, and skillfully managed than it now is. Your committee 
solicits .an increased interest on the part of the pastors in the 
circulation of the Advocate whose possibilities for good are so 
great.

Epworth League. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — Your Committee on Ep- 
worth League beg leave to submit the following report: 

We have seventy-two leagues in the Conference, with a mem- 
bership of two thousand five hundred and thirty-two, making 
an increase over last year of eleven leagues, and four hundred 
and thirty-two members. The Epworth League movement 
must be looked upon as one of the greatest, if not the greatest, 
of the recent movements of the church. The meeting of the 
young men and women, and of the boys and girls of the church, 
for the greater utilization of these enthusiastic forces, in the 
work of the church as well as for their own better development, 
for the great work of life, the service of the Master, can only 
be looked upon with favor and encouragement. 

In the three several departments of its activity, its work is 
well planed and splendidly correlated. Each is important, nei- 
ther is secondary. They are co-ordinate. While one depart- 
ment seeks in the highest and best possible degree to develop, 
enlarge and ennoble Christian experience, the other would lead 
the lives out along those altruistic lines that are marked by the 
foot of our Lord himself, while in the other the intellectual 
culture, real and true, rather than literary dissipation, is set 
before the minds of our young people in such light as to bring 
them to the highest development of noble man and womanhood. 

The work already done by the League justifies the belief ex- 
pressed by others, that it is superior to all other young people’s 
societies for young Methodists. Much has already been accom- 
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plished, but we feel that much of what has been done in carry- 
ing on its work has been tentatively done, and that better and 
more definite plans may and should be adopted in furthering 
the great work before this department of church activity. 

The League work is not different from the church work. 
The League work, all of it, is the church work, and care should 
be taken, always, and everywhere, to make this fact prominent. 
The tendency to regard the work of the League as in any way 
different from the work of the church, or as even separate from 
it, we look upon as fraught with so much danger as to make it 
obligatory upon all to do everything in their power to set aside 
and destroy. 

We believe further that it is unwise for the Leagues, as such, 
to undertake missionary or other work, excepting, of course, 
that already projected, only in connection with the regular 
channels of church activity. Such things tend to become side 
issues, and to divert, if not to dissipate the energies, and divide 
the forces of the church. 

We feel called upon to stress the idea that the work of the 
League is only legitimate when it is the work of the church, 
and i^so considered.

Your Committee on Orphanage beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 
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With pleasure we are able to report that the orphan home at 
Waco is increasing in prosperity. There are 64 orphan chil- 
dren under the care of the home. Forty-three are in the home, 
while 21 are entrusted to the care of selected Christian families, 
and all necessary provision has been made for their physical, 
intellectual and spiritual interests. 

Eighteen of them have professed faith in Christ and joined 
our church. 

The encouraging information has been tendered us that if the 
business manager can collect all the pledges made the home, 
the Board of Directors can finish paying for the property some 
time this winter. 

Fifteen thousand dollars shall then have been spent for this 
valuable home. 

The current expenses of the home can be met by the full pay- 
ment of the assessments made on the several annual Conferences 
to which it belongs. We are sorry to say, however, that the 
assessment on our own Conference has not yet been fully paid. 

We heartily endorse the action of the Board of Directors in 
the re-election of Rev. W. H. Vaughan as business manager. 

We recommend the assessment of $600.00 on this Conference 
for the current expenses of the home, to be apportioned by the 
Joint Board of Finance, to the various districts of the Confer- 
ence. 

In harmony with the Board of Directors, we recommend the 
appointment by the pastor of a discreet committee, whose 
duty it shall be to see:

Report of Sunday-School Board. 

Your Sunday-School Board beg leave to submit their report: 
We rejoice at the continued prosperity of the Sunday-school 
work, but desire to emphasize the importance of extending the 
field of this important auxiliary of the church so as to encom- 
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pass every neglected community within the bounds of our con- 
ference, and to this end we urge upon pastors the necessity of 
discovering any new fields within or adjacent to their respective 
charges where new Sunday-schools should be organized, and 
we earnestly recommend that special efforts be made to effect 
organizations in such localities, and this Board will gladly ren- 
der financial aid in such cases when called upon. 

We sincerely regret the widespread failure to observe Child- 
ren’s Day, and in this connection we adopt as a part of this re- 
port the following extract from the report of the Sunday-School 
editor, to- wit: 

“The reports of the Conference Sunday-School Boards sent 
into this office show an unaccountable disregard of the law 
touching the observance of Children’s Day. There is no more 
important day in our calendar. 

“While the fund incidentally collected on this occasion is 
doing large good in foreign fields, in our Western work and in 
the various conferences, the chief good is in the spiritual, social 
and educational effects produced by a proper observance of the 
day. It may be made a day of thrilling interest in the obscurest 
hamlet or in the largest city charge. The brethren are, there- 
fore, earnestly urged to let no charge be without a carefully 
prepared observance of the day in the ensuing year.” 

Your Board also calls attention to the following paragraph of 
our church law, viz: “Let every Sunday-school so far as prac- 

ticable be organized into a missionary society, auxilary to the 
Board of Missions,” and we urge upon very pastor a faithful 
observance of the same. We deem this missionary feature as 
of great importance, and recommend that the collections of one 
Sunday in each month be for missionary purposes and that 
pains be taken to educate the children to give to this cause. 

We believe that the regular holding of teachers’ meetings 
would greatly add to the efficiency of Sunday-school work, and 
on this subject we quote as follows from the report of the Sun- 
day-School editor: “It is also desirable that occasionally in 

every community, at least in every charge, a teachers' institute 
shall be held for the purpose of illustrating the -two great points 
of how to prepare a lesson and how to teach it. If the best 
equipped person in each charge will give to the others the bene- 
fit of his best thought and observation on these lines the aver- 
age character of our work will be greatly enlarged. This is 
worthy of the most careful and painstaking effort of our best 
men.” 

During the past year we held in the bounds of our Confer- 
ence a Sunday-school convention which was the most successful 
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and profitable yet held. It seemed to give new life to the cause, 
and was indeed a season of great spiritual refreshing to the 
Sunday-school workers. We intend holding a like convention 
some time during the month of next June, at some suitable 
place to be hereafter selected; and we earnestly request all the 
members of the Conference to prayerfully give to the Board 
every assistance possible in making this a great spiritual suc- 
cess. 

We heartily commend our Sunday-school literature published 
in Nashville, and regret to note that the Magazine is not taken 
as extensively as it should be. It is estimated that not more 
than one-third of the teachers are furnished with the Magazine, 
while we insist that it should be placed in the hands of every 
teacher — which would increase the circulation from thirty-three 
thousand to one hundred and thirteen thousand, and would 
greatly improve the efficiency of the Sunday-school work.

Board of Missions. — Report No. 1. 

Your board offers the following recommendations for your 
adoption, with the request, if adopted, that they be published in 
full in the forthcoming Conference Annual: 

We are glad to note, that though we have had a year of great 
financial stringency, yet the interest of our preachers and people 
in missions has not abated. We are profoundly impressed that 
our work lies in so arousing the church that every preacher and 
every member will feel a sense of personal responsibility in car- 
rying on this part of the Lord’s work. The offering of every 
one, be it the mite, or be it much, is indispensable to the high- 
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est success. The plan for this awaking must embrace every 
child and every adult. We must equip our entire force by a 
liberal intelligence and a broad sympathy in missionary con- 
quests. From the pulpit and the Sunday-school, and the Ep- 
worth League, from the social circle, and through the silent in- 
fluence of the printed page, this light must shine uninterrupt- 
edly, till the daily prayer of the universal church shall be to the 
“Lord of the harvest that he send laborers into His harvest.” 
Believing, as we do, that intelligent presentation of the cause, 
with persistent effort to secure the direct gifts of the people for 
this great cause is the true method, we recommend: 

1. That collections for missions be taken alone , and as early 
in the year as possible. 

2. Believing that a definite time, as well as a definite amount, 
will facilitate collections, we recommend that February be con- 
sidered missionary month by our entire Conference. 

3. We would kindly ask that every pastor, and every lay- 
man, who is acquainted with the Review of Missions and The 
World for Christ , do a little good work by speaking a word for 
these periodicals, and with a little prudent zeal, push the circu- 
lation of the purest literature and the freshest light of the 
church. 

4. That every pastor give earnest heed to his duties men- 
tioned in Art. XVIII of the Constitution of the Board of Mis- 
sions, which provides that every pastor shall hold missionary 
mass-meetings in every congregation once a year. 

5. We recommend the appointment of a Conference Mission- 
ary Secretary, who shall conduct the correspondence with the 
central office at Nashville, and also with the presiding elders 
and pastors of our Conference, and arrange for the presentation 
of the subject of missions at mass-meetings, and at the district 
conferences. 

6. That an effort be made to organize every Sunday-school 
into a missionary society, where practical. 

7. We further recommend that to all appeals for missionary 
funds, however special the case, or tender the appeal, the pastor 
see to it that the regular assessments, and our regular mission- 
ary operations, in every case have the preference. 

Let us, in conclusion, call especial attention of all of our 
preachers and people to our German work, which has been, 
since our General Conference in 1894, under the immediate con- 
trol of a joint commission, created in our own State. Since the 
inauguration of the joint commission, the aid granted to the 
presiding elders and pastors of the German Mission Conference 
has been about doubled, besides keeping in the University one 
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student, and helping to sustain their Conference organ. The 
wisdom of creating this joint commission is seen in the quick- 
ened life of the German Mission Conference. All their preach- 
ers are better supported, and have shown a larger efficiency. 
They have this year enjoyed a number of gracious revivals 
within their bounds, and if w r e mistake not, have received more 
members into the church than they have received for some 
years. In loyalty and in liberality, they put to shame our 
American membership, who, for the most part, hold much more 
wealth, and enjoy much larger church privileges than the Ger- 
mans. They are crowding vigorously into our territory, ac- 
cumulating property, and rapidly becoming the most permanent 
citizens of our commonwealth. They have come to stay. And 
it is largely with us to make their -coming a blessing to them, 
and to us.

Memoir. 



Columbus M. Keith was born of Christian parents in Merri- 
wether county, Ga., in December, 1847. While he was yet a 
boy, his father moved to Russell county, Ala. , where he grew 
up to manhood. His early training was such that he was early 
led to seek salvation through faith in our Lord J esus Christ. 
At the age of twenty -one he was converted at Jernigan Camp- 
ground, Russell county, Ala., at which time he joined the Metn- 
odist Episcopal Church, South. In the winter of 1870, he was 
married to Miss Ella Gardner, of Russell county, Ala. They 
had born unto them one child, our own E. C. Keith, now on 
trial in this Conference, to whom we look for a worthy succes- 
sor of his father. Shortly after the birth of this first child, the 
young wife went home to the rest that awaits the coming of the 
just, leaving him to care for the motherless child. 

In 1874, he was married to Miss Amanda G. Weston, in Rus- 
sell county, Ala. This marriage was blessed with three chil- 
dren, two of whom yet survive him. During the year 1885, 
this wife died, leaving him in sad loneliness with three little 
children to whom he must fill the double office of father and 
mother. With these three children he lived and labored till 
some time in the year 1891, when he was married to Miss 
Rebecca Welch, of Hearne, Texas, who still lives in sad widow- 
hood. 

In 1881, he was licensed to preach by Rev. G. W. Graves. 
At the Conference at Bryan, Texas, in December, 1882, Bishop 
Parker presiding, he was admitted on trial and sent to Buffalo 
Circuit. He was ordained deacon by Bishop McTyeire at the 
Galveston Conference in 1884, and ordained elder by Bishop 
Duncan at the Houston Conference in December, 1887. 

Though he was never considered famous or brilliant as a 
preacher, he was always useful and ever found faithful. When 
we measure his life by his success as a preacher, we find he had 
very few superiors. During the thirteen and one-half years of 
his ministry among us he did not have a single fruitless year. 
Brother Keith was a very successful pastor, always keeping 
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his promise made at the bar of the Conference, that he would 
visit from house to house, as a sacred promise. He was an un- 
murmuring itinerant, taking with a sweet spirit of cheerfulness 
any appointment assigned him. During these thirteen years of 
hard, but to him happy toil, he served the following appoint- 
ments: Buffalo Circuit, three years; Franklin Circuit, one year; 
Fairfield Circuit, three years; flearne and Wheelock, two years; 
Navasota Station, three years; Washington Street, Houston, 
one year; Flatonia Station, where he surrendered his useful life. 
In all these years, and in all these fields, he was useful above 
the average, and many there be among our people who honor 
his memory, and many, in the judgment, will rise up to call him 
blessed. 

To the sorrowful widow and children we speak words of cheer 
and encouragement. Your loss, though g^eat, and your sor- 
row, though intense, shall be recompensed at the reunion in the 
bright day that awaits the faithful. May the memory of his 
life of noble service and his sweet spirit comfort you, every one, 
while on the way. '
